Canada’s Horticultural Situation 

By JOHN HUTCHISON, r 


Lahorite Elected 
To British Commons 


A bulletin of unusual Interest ha* 
jnst been publish**! by the Dominion 
Oomnmrnt Mtattsttoal Department 
giving a* completely a* possible detail* 
of Canadian production of fruit, nurs¬ 
ery stork, greenhouse stork and so on. 
The figures also Include statements of 
Import* and exports for the period cov¬ 
ered. which was one year. 

According to the figures, the total 
wholesale value of fruit trees and 
bushes produced In Canada during the 
year wss a little over 8300.000. nearly 
fifty per cent of this value covering 
apple tree production. The value of 
other nursery stock. Including roses, 
produced during the same period, is 
given at nearly 8400.000. It Is quite 
likely that this latter figure Is incom¬ 
plete. on account of tha fact that tha 
effort to secure -this particular infor¬ 
mation Is somewhat new Another year 
the statistics will probably be more 
detailed and. In consequence, more 
closely indicate the actual production. 
AT LEAST A MILLION 
Pot general purpose*, however. It 
may be taken that the annual whole¬ 
sale value of nursery stock production. 
Including fruit trees, is at least a mil¬ 
lion dollars. It Bright well be more, 
but for a country like Canada, with 
but a small export market for this 
kind of stock the volume is not to be 
despised The production is spread 
pretty evenly over the whole Dominion, 
but It is a surprise and a disappoint¬ 
ment to ffhd that British Columbia Is 
far behind many of the other prov¬ 
inces in the matter of row plant pro¬ 
duction. 

BIG GREENHOUSE AREA 
Very Interesting are the statistics 
covering the greenhouse area and out¬ 
put. In 1821 the greenhouse area was 


of 1835 a careful survey fixed the area 
at double the quantity. At this date 
It Is probably 34.000,000 square feet, 
tbe increase being truly remarkable. 

The figures for 1925 were secured 
through the provincial horticulturists 
and other sources, and may be accepted 
aa correct. Thew figures show the 
great development In floraculture in 
Canada, for while a certain quantity 
of the greenhouse space was undoubt¬ 
edly used for food production, the larg¬ 
est part of it waa used for the produc¬ 
tion of flowers: 

CAN ABSORB OUTPUT 

The rapid expansion of the green¬ 
house area may suggest that the pro¬ 
duction may run away from the de¬ 
mand. but careful analysis leads one 
to the conclusion that at least up to 
the present the population of Canada 
can absorb the production. There are 
no very complete figures yet available 
aa to the total value of the greenhouse 
output, but this will be more fully 
available after tbe next survey. 

The same bulletin gives some Infor¬ 
mation as to the import and export of 
nursery stock during the same period. 
Including grwnhouw stock and what 
la generally known as nursery stock the 
total Import value was nearly 81.400.-' 
000. A very small percentage of this 
came from Great Britain; about one- 
third came from the United States and 
the balance from other countries, 
chiefly in Europe. Cut flowers from the 
United State* were brought In to the 
value of 8170.000. Tije total export of 
cut flowers rrom Canada was under 
8300.000 

Canada wnt to Great Britain during 
the year over 84.000.000 worth of 
apples. Our total fruit and fruit prod¬ 
uct imports from Great Britain Sot Uu 
year were valued at less than 8300.000

There are Conservative independents in the field in 
Victoria. Another factor which is influencing the elec¬ 
tors is the high plane upon wfiich the Government has 
conducted its campaign. Its candidates and its 
speakers have confined themselves to intelligent dis¬ 
cussions of the public business. Its opponents in many 
instances have descended to the tactics of the gutter. 
This is partially explained, of course, by the absence 
of a constructive policy.

In the 
yeart 1912, 1913 and 1914. for inatance. the Ad¬ 
ministration of that day expended $12,000,000 in 
excess of the amount it collected in taxes, and the 
bank wanted to know how the Government intended 
to take care of the difference.. And what some people 
forget when they hear the Opposition Party talk 
abotlt taxation is that no lesa a sum than $1,250,000 
annually has lo be collected from the taxpayers to 
meet interest and sinking fund in respect of the money 
that was borrowed to meet those annual deficits. Of 
course the present Government is collecting more in 
taxes than was collected in tbe years to which we 
have referred! The MacLean Government’s policy is 
to meet its obligations when they fall due. It is 
because it has persisted in pursuing this policy, be¬ 
cause it has put $17,500,000 in the bank towards 
discharging the bonded indebtedness of the Province 
—a sum in excess of the total sinking funds of Al¬ 
berta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, and Ontario com¬ 
bined—that there is competition between the finan¬ 
cial houses of this continent as soon as the word goes 
out that British’ Columbia is in the market for a loan.

I he succession duty does not apply at all in 
respect of an estate under $20,000. It is a legiti¬ 
mate source of revenue. It is imposed in tbe other 
provinces of Canada, in Great Britain, and in the 
United States. It can not be seriously argued that 
it works a hardship anywhere. But tbe Opposition 
Party is enthusiastically in favor of its removal alto¬ 
gether. f 

But when it comes to the levying of a tax in 
behalf of the old people of the Province who have 
given the best part of their lives in its service, the 
Opposition elements are far from enthusiastic.

" ‘One cilrious thing about the con¬ 
versation of our little Armenian blind 
orphans Is that many of them speak in 
Biblical language, owing to the fact 
that most of our Braille books are 
Biblical, and the children naturally 
talk according to what they read 

" 'Borne of us feel that the future Is 
rather hopeless We hate to think that 
we are going to be dependent upon 
others for many long years, even when 
the others are good and kind people 
But I tell the children that even for 
blind people there Is a place tn the 
world, if we only try hard to learn use¬ 
ful things The baskets which we 
make are very good. I am sure, for we 
take a great deal of pains with them 
The matting rugs which we weave are 
bound to be useful, for we are careful 
to make every fibre sound and strong. 
As we get more proficient, we shall 
weave more elaborate baskets and rugs 
With beautiful patterns, which people 
will be glad to have In their homes. 

“ Moreover deprived of our sight, we 
shall learn to think better and more 
carefully than those who are able to 
see things all the time. ^Je have no 
crowd of things rushing upon our at¬ 
tention from the lmagee our eyee 
bring us; therefore, we concentrate 
better on our inner selves I have 
fo u n d that one eon be toy ha ppy . 
even without the blessing of eyesight.

" ‘Many of our blind children have 
been sightless for so long that they 
have lost this faculty of imagining 
colors. They no longer even try to see 
with their mind's eye. and I think this 
is very unfortunate, because I get a 
great deal or pleasure out of the men¬ 
tal pictures of things as 1 used to 
know them. 

'* To become blind Is very trying, es¬ 
pecially at first. But It Is a stimulus 
to the development of your other fac¬ 
ulties As soon ss I lost my eyesight, 
even before I left the hoepttal and 
had discarded my eye bandages. I began 
to use my hands in new ways, in order 
to replace the seeing-sense which had 
left me It was an interesting study, 
trying to comprehend things from what 
my finger tips could tell me. It took 
me longer to read the Braille blocks, 
but now that I have thoroughly mas¬ 
tered finger reading. I read much more

Soon afterwards Dr. C. N Bell of 
Winnipeg, head of the Manitoba His¬ 
torical Association, offered a manu¬ 
script to Mr Watson 

“How would you like a portion of the 
Finlay Journal ?" he asked. 

“What would you say if I told you 
it is . not the Finlay Journal ?” Mr. 
Watson %sked. arter accepting the 
manuscript 

"I believe I would drop down with 
surprise.'' replied the doctor 

The manuscript proved to be the 
middle part of Black's Journal. Both 
the sections had been in possession of 
-Dr. Bell and Thomas Clouaton lor 
thirty-el$!i l years—They hod picked 
them up from a mass of papers piled 
up for final destruction after having 
been damaged in a fire at the Hudson's 
Bay flats In Winnipeg in 1891 Both 
probably rescued their finds within a 
few hours of each other. 

The final part of the manuscript 
signed Samuel Black, apologised for the

He was a man well liked by the 
Indiana, but on the death of Chief 
Tranqullle. the Indians wife blamed 
the black medicine of the white man 
and taunted the chief's nephew with 
cowardice in not avenging the death 
until he murdered Black

The belief Is that the plane wgs 
struck by lightning during a heavy 
electrical storm that visited this region 
Thursday night at the time Captain 
Carranza was passing on his non-stop 
flight back home. The flash tore the 
wings away. It is believed, and sent the 
speeding plane careening to earth. 

The body was found sixty feet from 
the plane, and In the opinion of de¬ 
tectives probably had been thrown 
from the falling plane before the 
crash.

At times a heavy ground swell strikes the 
ship and for two hours she rolls in deep, green 
billows which send many of the passengers to 
their rooms.

After Queen Charlotte the vessel again 
comes into sheltered waters, and the first mag¬ 
nificent scenery of the Alaska trip is encountered 
as the passengers sit on the sunny decks, watch¬ 
ing with amazement the snow-topped mountains 
and torrential waterfalls, which are pouring 
down frona green glaciers of unseen altitudes 
above.

1 he 
career of “Soapy” Smith is well known all 
over the continent. “Soapy” was a bandit whose 
trade flourished in the hectic days of '97 and 
’98, and who met his end in a gun battle with 
Deputy Sheriff Frank H. Reid. The passing 
years have added considerable glamor to 
“Soapy's” life and career, but it is certain that 
in the combat Reid was mortally wounded and 
died within a week. Time has served to dim 
his memory, however, and now when his name 
is mentioned it is merely to add authenticity to 
the yarn. He is generally known as the man 
who killed “Soapy” Smith and not as. the hero 
who freed Skagway and the northland from a 
dangerous man. Nearby the graveyard and 
reached by a short woodland trail, is Reid's 
Falls, named id honor of the Deputy Sheriff.

I he scenes are as imposing as the fiords of 
Norway, nor has the far-famed Inland Sea of 
Japan anything more lovely. In these waters 
mountain climbing by steamboat is done, for the 
ocean has inundated a series of colossal ranges. 
The steamer sails for days through winding 
channels,'broad and narrow, and among cloud- 
topped peaks that make the vessel look like a 
1 Jfhild’s toy in the hands of some giant. 


superb mountain bordered Lynn Canal, is com¬ 
menced. The passengers' are up early the next 
morning as Skagway is to be reached at 9 
o'clock, and belongings must be packed and 
adieus made to those of the passengers who are 
going in to the interior and who will not return 
on the same steamer. So as early as 6 o'clock 
the first passengers are astir to view the far- 
famed beauties of the Lynn Canal. And an 
early rising is well worth while, for Lynn Canal 
is a narrow strip of water bound on both sides 
with mighty mountains. Perhaps a black hear 
may be observed taking his morning wash at the 
side of the water, and at times several deer may 
he seen fording the stretch. Fourteen miles 
from Skagwxy. the United States military bar¬ 
racks The town of Haines is passed. and less 
than an hour later the steamer is berthed at 
Skafcway. the northern end ojL the water journey 
and the point where the famous “Trail of *98” 


The evening is brighter than the previous 
one. and as the vessel docks at Ketchikan the 
sun is setting in a glory of pink and pale yellow. 
At the same lime a full moon shines in a velvety 
blue sky. It is a wonderful sight. 

Ketchikan has a population of about six 
thousand people and is in the centre of a large 
fishing, timber and mineral area. I he entire 
passenger list on the ship pours off for the two- 
hour stop at this town, built for a distance of 
five or six hundred yards on wharfage. V^onder- 
ful curio shops are to be found Here, as well as 
totem poles and other relics of a prosperous and 
romanlit past. Indian street vendors reap a 
golden harvest from the tourists, as very few re¬ 
turn to the south without having purchased a pair 
of slippers or a hand-worked basket, or some 
souvenir of the trip. ^ 

Now the ship leaves for the trip to Juneau. 
The journey is generally made through Wran¬ 
gell Narrows, bul if the tide is missed the vessel 
must take the outside.passage, ninety miles in the 
open Pacific Ocean. 

TAKU CLACIER 

About seven o'clock I aku Glacier' “is 
reached, This ice body takes its source from an 
immense glacial field from which several other 
■ glaciers originate. At the mouth it is more than 
a ihile in width and two hundred feet high and 
extends back abSut fifteen miles. It is a live 


OLD SKA CIV AY 


From the Indian word Skagua, meaning the 
home of the North Wind, this northern town 
gets its name.

KEPT T1IE ROCK AA A SOUVENIR • 
As this Is a very important Incident \ 
in Canadian history, let us take a 
glimpse of It from the viewpoint of 
Professor J. L. Morrison, who hss Just 
given to the world, under the auspice* 
of the Canadian History Society of 
England, a full-length biography of the 
eighth Earl of Elgin (Hodder.*and 
Stoughton. London and Toronto). "On 
April 25 Lord Elgin in Parliament as¬ 
sented to this (Rebellion L oss e s Bill), 
preferring to assume all responsibility 
rather than allow Canadians to say 
•the Queen’ had disallowed a measure 
eagerly sought by a great majority of 
her provincial subjects. He was In¬ 
sulted by a Montreal crowd In which 
respectably dressed rioters were con¬ 
spicuous; and the same night, amidst 
other destruction, the Parliament 
house, records and library were deliber¬ 
ately burned. On April 30. when he 
again entered Montreal to receive from 
Parliament an address in support of 
his action, and condolence for the In¬ 
sult. he was even more grossly insulted 
by the mob. and his military secretary 
injured by a stone.
